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Sadat Homed 
President 
a$ Expected

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


Anwar Sadat today was formal- 
ly 
proclaimed president 
of 


Egypt for the next six years aft- 
er receiving a 90.4 per cent 
"yes" vote in the national refer- 
endum Thursday, Cairo radio 
said. 


Sadat, 51 and Egypt's acting 


president since the death of Ga- 
mal Abdel Nasser on Sept. 28, 
got 6,432,587 yes voles to 711,252 
nos, Interior Minister Sharawi 
Gomaa told a broadcast news 
conference. He said there were 
13,814 invalid votes. 


Gomaa said 85 per cent of the 


eligible voters turned out. 


Sadat's election by an over- 


whelming majority was assured 
by an intensive nationwide cam- 
paign on his behalf by other 
leaders and Egypt's controlled 
press and radio. There was no 
other candidate, and no opposi- 
tion to Sadat was heard in pub- 
lic. 


Meanwhile, shooting broke out 


in the heart of Amman early 
Thursday night as Palestinian 
guerrillas distributed Fatah, the 
commando 
newspaper. 
One 


guerrilla was critically wound- 
ed, and an unconfirmed report 
said he died in a hospital. 


Eyewitnesses said Jordanian 


security forces opened fire on a 
car carrying several comman- 
dos. The car caught fire and 
burned. Its back seat was filled 
with hundreds of charred copies 
of the newspaper. 


It was the second shooting in- 


cident 
involving 
the 
paper. 


Shooting had broken out in the 
morning near the plant at which 
it was printed. 


The wounded man was be- 


lieved to be the driver of the 
car. 


The shooting came less than 


48 hours after King Hussein and 
guerrilla leader Yasir Arafat 
signed a new agreement. Under 
the agreement, the commandos 
are allowed to publish and dis- 
tribute their newspaper, 
the 


most widely read in Amman, 
with its two-thirds Palestinian 
population. It was the first daily 
paper to reappear since the 
fighting between the army and. 
guerrillas began Sept. 17.

31 Bodies 
Recovered in 
Bridge Mishap

MELBOURNE, 
Australia 


(AP) — Searchers returned to 
the rubble of the West Gate 
Bridge today, seeking 12 miss- 
ing men, after a 90-minute scare 
that an 
adjoining span 
was 


about to go. 


Thirty-one bodies were recov- 


ered Thursday after a 450-foot 
span of the bridge collapsed, 
partly into the Yarra River and 
partly on a group of huts where 
workmen building the $47-mil- 
lion bridge were having lunch. 
Eighteen persons were killed. 
Some of the unrecovered bodies 
could be seen in the rubble. 


Another 18 workmen were in- 


jured, and seven of them were 
in critical condition. 


The recovery work was sus- 


pended temporarily when an 
emergency crew of six riggers 
on an adjoining 450-foot section 
of the bridge felt it moving. 
They came down and refused to 
go up again. 


Police kept people away from 


the span while six engineers 
went up to inspect it. The proj- 
ect manager, Trevor Nixon, an- 
alyzed their findings and pro- 
nounced the 130-foot-high span 
"quite safe." 


"We believe this shudder was 


most likely caused by the metal 
of the bridge heating up and ex- 
panding, thus causing the roll- 
ers on which the span is mount- 
ed to move," Nixon said. "It is 
designed to do this." 


He said another 
possibility 


was that a crane touched a guy 
wire leading to the span, caus- 
ing the wire and the span to 
move. 


Nixon said it would take sev- 


eral days to search through the 
rubble of the fallen span and 
that a 100-ton crane would be 
needed to get the bodies out. 


Among those killed was Jack 


Hindshaw of London, chief engi- 
neer with the design architects. 
A union organizer said Hind- 
shaw held a meeting six weeks 
ago to explain to workmen why 
the bridge was considered safe. 
The men were afraid because of 
the collapse June 2 of the Mil- 
ford Haven Bridge in Wales, a 
similar type of bridge designed 
by the same architects. 


Hindshaw "told us that a dif- 


ferent method of construction 
was being used which made the 
bridge safe," said the union 
man, James O'Neill. "A major 
disaster like this just can't be 
foreseen. The constructors were 
very conscious of the safety of 
workmen on the project." 


The 1.6-mile, eight lane bridge 


was scheduled to be opened next 
year. It will be Australia's larg- 
est. 


The unions have now with- 


drawn all labor from the pro- 
ject, and six inquiries 
are 


planned.

Gefs Refund 
for Time 
School Closed 


NEW YORK (AP) — A judge 


has awarded the father of a 
New York University student a 
partial tuition refund of $277.40 
because 
the school 
canceled 


classes for 19 days during cam- 
pus unrest last May. 


Judge Patrick J. Picariello, 


making the award Wednesday 
in Small Claims Court to Roger 
Paynter, 
a 
fireman 
from 


Queens, declared: 


"College administrators have 


yielded too easily to the de- 
mands of campus dissidents and 
have thereby ushered in an era 
of physical and intellectual in- 
timidation." 


The university, a private insti- 


tution, said it would appeal the 
ruling. 


Paynter, 49, who said he had 


been refused a refund when he 
first approached the university, 
sued on behalf of his son Ray- 
mond, 19, now an art education 
sophomore. He brought the ac- 
tion on grounds that by failing 
to provide classes for his son 
the school violated its contrac- 
tual obligations. 


Paynter 
commented 
after- 


wards: 
"I'm 
not out to get 


NYU. I was only fighting for the 
principle." He said the decision 
"could represent a test case ... 
After all, thousands of students 
all over the country were denied 
classes last year. This could 
open the floodgates." 


The student strike, which af- 


fected many campuses in the 
nation, followed the dispatch of 
U.S. troops into Cambodia and 
the shooting of four students 
during a confrontation with the 
National Guard at Kent State 
University. 


"If some students want to 


stay out, that's their preroga- 
tive," Paynter said. "But let the 
other students go to school." 


The judge, in a seven-page de- 


cision, strongly assailed the dis- 
turbances on campuses. He not- 
ed that "there was no testimony 
or other evidence that the plain- 
tiff's son participated ... in any 
wise in such conduct." 


"There can be no substitute 


for the acceptance of responsi- 
bility for order and discipline on 
campuses by college adminis- 
trators and college faculties," 
Picariello asserted. 


"This is not accomplished by 


canceling classes and closing 
down school facilities." 


He termed NYU's defense- 


based on its giving to each stu- 
dent at the beginning of the 
school year a bulletin stating 
that academic programs were 
subject to change without notice 
—"too specious to merit any 
consideration." 


Earlier this week in U.S. Dis- 


trict Court in Milwaukee, Wis., 
Judge Myron Gordon dismissed 
a similar suit brought by nine 
students against the University 
of Wisconsin, which remained 
open during the May disorders. 


The students sought tuition re- 


funds and other compensation 
on grounds that grades had 
been affected by class interrup- 
tions. Gordon ruled that the suit 
did not sufficiently show that 
constitutional rights had been 
deprived

Proper Living Habits Can 


Diminish Heart 'Skips' 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Dear D o c t o r—My heart- 


beat "skips." How serious is 
this? My doctor advises me 
not to worry about skips. I 
take it he means they are 
meaningless. I don't notice 
them e x c e p t when blood 
pressure is being checked or 
the h e a r t b e a t monitored 
with a s t e t h o s c o p e . I've 
noted up to 12 skips in a 
minute and find it hard to 
accept this as harmless. 


Dear Reader—The sensa- 


tion of skipped heartbeats is 
usually caused by one beat 
occurring so early that very 
little blood is ejected by the 
heart. You notice the lack>'oft 
the pulsation or the effects 
of the next h e a r t b e a t , 
which is unusually forceful. 
Almost everyone probably 
has an occasional skipped 
beat of this type. Usually, 
they are infrequent and go 
unnoticed. If they occur fre- 
quently and annoy the pa- 
tient, then it is often advis- 
able to do something to con- 
trol them. This something is 
eliminating coffee, tea, cola 
drinks, cigarettes and any 
foods that cause indigestion. 
These factors are known to 
increase the likelihood of 
skipped beats. 


It is not normal to have 


frequent skipped beats and 
indeed they can be caused 
by heart disease. Most peo- 
ple with heart attacks die 
from a rapid series of early 
beats of the h e a r t that 
make it ineffective as a 
pump. We watch for these in 
the new specialized coronary 
care units and, as soon as 
skipped beats start, medi- 
cine is given to control them. 


I am inclined to think that 


as many as 12 skipped beats 
a minute is excessive, al- 
though it doesn't mean you 
will necessarily have trouble 
right away. Your doctor has 
to weigh the need to do any- 
thing else about your irregu- 
larity against the dangers of 
the various medicines he is 
using in your p a r t i c u l a r 
case. He may feel that the 
medicine 
you are already 


getting is providing you suf- 
ficient protection against se- 
r i o u s irregularity of the 
heart. 


It is true that the more 


conscious you are of an ir- 
regularity the more it will 
bother you. This in itself can 
cause skipped beats to occur 
more frequently. I rather 
think this is why your doc- 
tor has told you not to worry 
about them. Worry and anx- 
iety for any r e a s o n can 
cause skipped beats in some 
people. Unfortunately, it is 
not always possible to "stop 
worrying," 
as the doctor 


often advises. 


Jt is true that individuals 


who do not have good exer- 
cise p r o g r a m s are more 
prone to having extra beats 
or skipped beats. A good 
training program carried out 
gradually over a period of 
time o f t e n diminishes or 
eradicates the irregularity. 
Of course, not everyone can 
undergo such a program if 
they have heart trouble. So, 
if you have skipped beats, 
Jook at your habit pattern 
first and make changes if 
you are usinji tobacco, cof- 


fee or don't get enough exer 
cise.

Products, which measures the 
market value of the nation's to- 
tal output in goods and services, 
climbed at a 6 per cent annual 
rate during the July-September 
period, industrial production fell 
sharply, by 1.7 per cent, during 
September. 


The GNP rise 
represented 


moderately good political news 
for the administration. It indi- 
cated perhaps the first stages of 
recovery from 
the economic 


stagnation that began a year 
ago. 


Paul W. McCracken, chair- 


man of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, said "It is quite clear 
that the economy is on the 
threshold and probably in the 
early stages of substantial and 
vigorous expansion." 


In 
talking 
with 
newsmen, 


McCracken said, "I think the 
evidence is clear that the rate of 
inflation has decelerated signifi- 
cantly." 


But the climb wasn't as high 


as 
the 
administration 
had 


hoped. And because of the auto 
workers' strike, the inflation 
rate kept going up, to an annual 
rate of 4.4 per cent for the 
three-month period

SAIGON (AP) — The 25th In- 


fantry Division is being pulled 
out of Vietnam, and two of its 
three brigades will be gone by 
Christmas, informed sources re- 
ported today. 


The remaining two' brigades 


of the 4th Infantry Division and 
the 5th Marine Regiment also 
will be withdrawn under Presi- 
dent Nixon's new order reduc- 
ing American forces in Vietnam 
by 40,000 troops before the end 
of the year. This will cut the to- 
tal 
authorized 
American 


strength to 344,000 men. 


As in previous troop with- 


drawals, soldiers who have not 
served most of a one-year tour 
in Vietnam will be transferred 
to units to complete their time. 


The 25th Division 
brigades 


will return along with the divi- 
sion headquarters 
to Hawaii, 


the division's home station. The 
brigades leaving are expected 
to be the 1st and 2nd, which al- 
ready have been moved into the 
Saigon region. 


The division's 3rd Brigade has 


been transferred to the opera- 
tional control of the llth Ar- 
mored Cavalry Regiment oper- 
ating about 40 miles north of 
Saigon. It probably will be deac-

capital cases, meaning pure 
chance often determines wheth- 
er a convicted man is to live or 
die. 


The separation argument is 


that defendants should be able 
to decline to take the witness 
stand during trial but should be 
able, if convicted, to offer evi- 
dence against a possible death 
penalty. 


Both procedures, if adopted, 


could 
actually 
increase 
the 


chances of a death sentence, 
said Solicitor General Erwin N. 
Griswold and Philip A. Laco- 
vara, a special assistant to Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell, in the 
brief requested by the court last 
June. 


They said the nation is com- 


mitted to trial by jury and to 
the assumption that juries act 
fairly, rationally and intelligent- 
ly and reflect the conscience of 
the community. 


"Neither this court nor any 


other has heretofore expressed 
anything but approval for the 
wisdom and fairness of entrust- 
ing flexible sentencing discre- 
tion to the trial juries in capital 
cases," they said. 


As for adopting 
two-stage 


trials, as six states have done, 
the government lawyers said 
defendants always are under 
tactical 
pressures, 
such 
as 


whether or not to take the 
stand. 


"The practical necessity of 


making difficult choices in de- 
fending a criminal charge, in- 
cluding a capital charge, does 
not establish that the proce- 
dures which occasion the elec- 
tion impermissibly burden the 
rights involved," the brief said.

RAVENNA, Ohio (AP) - A 


special state grand jury probing 
last May's Kent State Universi- 
ty riot killings today indicted 25 
persons, 
exonerated 
National 


Guard troops who fired on stu- 
dents, and sharply criticized the 
university administration. 


It accused the university ad- 


ministration of fostering an atti- 
tude of laxity, over-indulgence 
and permissiveness with stu- 
dents and faculty "to the extent 
that it can no longer regulate 
the activities of either." 


The jury's report, released by 


Common Pleas Judge Edwin 
Jones, 
defended 
Guardsmen 


who were on campus when four 
students were shot to death and 
nine others wounded May 4. 


"We do not condone all of the 


activities of the National Guard 
on the Kent State University 
campus on May 4," the jury re- 
port said. "We find, however, 
that those members of the Na- 
tional Guard who were present 
on the hill adjacent to Taylor 
Hall (scene of the shooting) on 
May 4 fired their weapons in the 
honest and sincere belief and 
under 
circumstances 
which 


would have logically caused 
them to believe that they would 
suffer serious bodily injury had 
Uiey not done so. 


"They are not, therefore, sub- 


ject to criminal prosecution un- 
der the laws of this state for any 
death or injury resulting there- 
from." 


The jury report stated that in- 


cidents, gatherings and rallies 
in the town of Kent on May 1 
and on the campus May 2 and 
May 3 "constituted a riot." 


It said a gathering on the 


campus May 4 was in violation 
of a directive issued by a uni- 
versity official and that the par- 
ticipants failed to disperse on 
orders. 


"These orders," the report 


said, "caused a violent reaction 
and the gathering quickly de- 
generated into a riotous mob." 


It noted that circumstances in 


the city of Kent after the after- 
noon of May 2 "necessitated the 
request for assistance of the Na- 
tional Guard." 


The report 
noted that 58 


Guardsmen were injured by ob- 
jects thrown at them on May 4.
